Dhar Mr. Coolidgs :— My at- 
tention has directed to a circular 
bearing your indorsement, issued by 
the Clarke School to the general 
public. 

I wonder if you realize that the 
statement that "the oral method 
which released the deaf In America 
from a universal system of signs and 
finger-spelling and in a generation 
bridged the gap between the stone 
age and modern times " is not com- 
patible with facts. There are some 
eighty schools for the deaf in this 
country, using a variety of methods 
(including the oral) known as the 
Combined System, whose aim is to 
adapt the proper method to the child, 
not the child to a single-track me- 
thod. 

The ability to speak and Up-read 
cannot properly be termed as the 
final test of education and I am un- 
willing to believe that you would 
knowingly lend your honored name 
to a general appeal in which the 
public is led to the assumption that 
the oral method is the accepted 
standard. 

I am certain that your broad sense 
of justice will readily recognize the 
claius of the majority of the educated 
deaf. For in the last analysis, 'tis 
we, who have been through the mill, 
so to speak, who can best gauge and 



determine where the shoe pinches. 
I might add that I personally am an 
" oral" product, and while freely 
granting its efficacy among a small 
proportion of our class, it is my ob- 
servation of over 20 years among all 
classes of the deaf which prompts my 
advocacy of the Combined System of 
education. 

I shall greatly appreciate hearing 
from you at your earliest con- 
venience, and beg to remain,
